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INTRODUCTION 


Like so many, watching my grandmother crochet is my earliest memory 
of being intrigued by this beautiful fiber art. | received many lovely 
crochet gifts from her over the years, but sadly we lived too far apart for 
her to teach me. So one determined day (l was a teenager at this point) 
| decided that | would teach myself. | went to my local craft store and 
bought a book which promised | would learn how to crochet in 30 
minutes! | was convinced! | bought the book, a skein of yarn, a crochet 
hook, and | was all set. Now you can imagine, it didn't go as smoothly 
as | had first imagined, but after some persevering, | made my first 
washcloth and found myself "hooked" and beginning my own crochet 
journey. 


Creating my own patterns began when my daughter was born. | was a 
stay at home mom, and happy to be, but with a 15 month old and a 
newborn | found myself desperate for a creative outlet. Crochet became 
my therapy. During my babies’ nap time | would design and create 
crocheted hats, blankets, and booties. If | thought it would look cute 


and they would like it, | made it! My kids have truly inspired all my 
crochet designs. 


Moving forward a few years, my love of kawaii (cute) crochet began one 
summer morning after visiting the local farmer's market with my kids. 
After putting away all of the yummy fresh produce, | turned to see my 
kids creating their own farmer's market with play food. They played 
happily for hours, carefully setting it all up only to discover that they 
didn't quite have everything they needed. Of course, they proceeded to 
ask me for a lengthy list of fruits, veggies, and cakes. Now, when my 
kids ask me to make them something | find it impossible to say no, so | 
pulled out my favorite medium of yarn and busily began sketching and 
crocheting as fast as my fingers would allow. 


| was already familiar with the kawaii faces that were appearing 
everywhere in retail stores, on social media, and in the cartoons my kids 
watched. These cute faces always bring a smile to my face, so | thought 
why not add a face to the apple | was making? Maybe my kids will love 
it even more, and you know what, they sure did! 


Making seemingly everyday objects into crocheted kawaii has now 
became a passion of mine. It is my hope that the characters | have 
created bring a smile to your face and that this book encourages you as 


you take your own crochet journey. May we all discover a love for 
crochet, color, and all things cute!

COLOR THEORY 


Color influences us in so many ways! | have always felt a love for color, 
but my fascination with it really began in college when | took a class on 
color theory. Learning how color affects us was eye opening, and from 
that point on | found myself paying more attention to how | felt around 

certain colors. 


We are all drawn to different colors for different reasons, because it is 
personal and is the culmination of memories, experiences, and 
surroundings. Consequently, color plays such an important part in our 
lives and is the source of so much inspiration! 


When choosing color for a crochet project, my best advice is to pay 
attention to colors you find yourself drawn to. This can be done while 
you go about your day; make a note of what catches your eye. Then 
collect these colors by taking a photo or by collecting samples of fabric, 
paint swatches, etc. You will begin to notice you gravitate toward 
certain colors. 


If you love a particular color, but are not sure exactly how to use itina 
color scheme, then think about where you see the hue in nature and 
emulate that. Nature makes it work every time! The chances are that the 
colors you are drawn to will all coordinate, but if you are like me and 
find yourself drawn to a huge range of color schemes, or perhaps you 
are wanting the fun and creative challenge of working with a color you 
are not naturally drawn to, then this is when a basic knowledge of color 
theory can be very helpful. 
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COLOR TERMS 


PRIMARY COLORS 


The color wheel is made up of three primary colors that cannot be 
made from any other colors. They are Red, Yellow, and Blue. 


SECONDARY COLORS 


These are Orange, Green, and Purple and are created by mixing two 
primary colors together. 


Red + Yellow = Orange; 
Yellow + Blue = Green; 
Blue + Red = Purple. 


TERTIARY COLORS 


These are created by mixing one primary and one secondary color 
together, and include blue-green, yellow-green, yellow-orange, red- 
orange, red-purple, and blue-purple. 


COMPLEMENTARY COLORS 


These consist of any two colors which are directly opposite each other 
on the color wheel. 


SPLIT-COMPLEMENTARY COLORS 


These consist of any color on the wheel plus the two that flank its 
complement. 


ANALAGOUS COLORS 


These consist of any two to four colors which are side by side on the 
color wheel. 


TRIADIC COLORS 


These consist of any three colors evenly spaced around the color 
wheel. 


TETRADIC OR DOUBLE COMPLEMENTARY COLORS 


These consist of four colors arranged into two complementary pairs. 


MONOCHROMATIC COLORS 


These consist of one hue plus white, black, or grey to create tints, 
tones, and shades. 


NEUTRAL COLORS 


These consist of colors not associated with any single hue, like blacks, 
whites, and grays. 


OTHER COLOR TERMS 


HUE 
The name of a color. 


SATURATION 
The intensity or purity of a hue. 


VALUE 
The degree of lightness or darkness of a hue. 


SHADE 


A hue produced by adding black. 


TINT 
A hue produced by adding white. 


TONE 
A hue produced by adding gray. 


Red is the color of energy and 
excitement!

e 3.25mm (D/3) crochet hook 

e Paintbox Yarns Cotton Aran yarn: one 50g (1.7502) ball each of 
Pillar Red (red), Coffee Bean (brown), and Grass Green (green) 

e 8mm safety eyes 

e Scraps of orange and black yarn 

e Fiberfill stuffing 

e Yarn needle 

Stitch marker

APPLE 


Rnd 1: with red yarn, sc 8 in magic loop [8] 
Rnd 2: sc in each st around [8] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 4 times [12] 
Rnd 4: sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 5: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 
Rnd 6: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 
Rnd 7: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30] 
Rnd 8: (sc 4, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [36] 
Rnd 9: (sc 5, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [42] 
Rnd 10: (sc 6, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [48] 
Rnd 11: (sc 7, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [54] 
Rnds 12-16: sc in each st around [54] 
Rnd 17: (sc 25, sc2tog) twice [52] 

Rnd 18: sc in each st around [52] 

Rnd 19: (sc 11, sc2tog) 4 times [48] 


Rnd 20: sc in each st around [48] 
Rnd 21: (sc 10, sc2tog) 4 times [44] 
Rnd 22: (sc 9, sc2tog) 4 times [40] 
Rnd 23: (sc 8, sc2tog) 4 times [36] 


Attach the stem and leaf to the top of the apple. Place 8mm safety eyes 
between Rnds 16 and 17 with 5 sts in between. Begin to stuff with 
fiberfill. 


Rnd 24: (sc 4, sc2tog) 6 times [30] 

Rnd 25: (sc 3, sc2tog) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 26: (sc 2, sc2tog) 6 times [18] 

Rnd 27: sc in each st around [18] 

Rnd 28: (sc2tog) 9 times [9] 

Finish stuffing. Fasten off and leave a long yarn tail. 

With a yarn needle, weave the tail through FLO to close the opening. 


Begin shaping by inserting the needle from the center bottom to the 
center top. Insert the needle back down from slightly off the center top 
to slightly off the center bottom. Pull the yarn to create an indentation in 
the top of the apple. 


Insert the needle from the center bottom to the center top. Pull to create 
an indentation in the bottom of the apple. Finish off and weave in all 
ends. 


Add stitches for the mouth and cheeks using black and orange yarn 
(see Making Up: Stitching Facial Details). 


LEAF 


With green yarn, ch 10. 


Rnd 1: sl st in 2nd ch from hook, sc 1, hde 1, de 4, hde 1, sc 3 in last st, 
working on the other side of the foundation ch, hdc 1, de 4, hdc 1, sc 1, 
sl st 1, sl st in beginning skipped ch st. 


Invisible fasten off (See Finishing: Invisible Fasten Off) and weave in all 
ends. Attach to the top of the apple. 


Leaf Chart 
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STEM 


With 2 strands of brown yarn, ch 9. 


Row 1: working in back bump loops (see Special Stitches: Back Bump), 
sc in 2nd ch from hook, sl st 7. 


Fasten off and weave in all ends. Attach to the top of the apple.

Materials 


e 3.25mm (D/3) crochet hook 

e Paintbox Yarns Cotton Aran yarn: one 50g (1.7502) ball each of 
Pillar Red (red) and Grass Green (green) 

e 6mm safety eyes 

e Scraps of orange and black yarn 

e Fiberfill stuffing 

e Yarn needle

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 3 times [12] 


Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 3 times [15] 
Rnd 6: 


Rnd 7: (sc 5, 2 sc in next st) 3 times [21] 
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Rnd 8: (sc 6, 2 sc in next st) 3 times [24]

Rnd 9: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30]

Rnd 15: (sc 3, sc2tog) 6 times [24] 
Rnd 16: (sc 2, sc2tog) 6 times [18] 
Rnd 17: sc in each st around [18] 


Rnd 18: (sc 1, sc2tog) 6 times [12] 


Rnd 19: change to green yarn, sc in each st around [12] 
Rnds 20-21: sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 22: working in BLO, (sc2tog) 6 times [6] 

Finish stuffing. Fasten off and leave a long yarn tail. 


With a yarn needle, weave the tail through FLO to close the opening. 
Weave in all ends. 


Add stitches for the mouth and cheeks using black and orange yarn 
(see Making Up: Stitching Facial Details). 


CHILI PEPPER 


Materials 


e 3.25mm (D/3) crochet hook 


e Paintbox Yarns Cotton Aran yarn: one 50g (1.750z) ball each of 
Pillar Red (red) and Grass Green (green) 


6mm safety eyes 

e Scraps of orange and black yarn 
Fiberfill stuffing 

e Yarn needle 

e Stitch marker

13cm (Bin) tall by 4cm (1%in) wide 


Gauge 


5 sc sts and 6 rows = 2.5cm (lin) 


CHILI PEPPER 


Rnd 1: with red yarn, sc 6 in magic loop [6] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 3: sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 4: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 
Rnd 5: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 
Rnds 6-7: sc in each st around [24] 

Rnd 8: (sc 2, sc2tog) 6 times [18] 

Rnds 9-11: sc in each st around [18] 


Place 6mm safety eyes between Rnds 6 and 7 with 3 sts in between. 
Begin to stuff with fiberfill. 


Rnd 12: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 12 [17] 
Rnd 13: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 11 [16] 
Rnd 14: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 10 [15] 
Rnd 15: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 9 [14] 
Rnd 16: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 8 [13] 
Rnd 17: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 7 [12] 
Rnd 18: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 6 [11] 


Rnd 19: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 5 [10] 

Rnd 20: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 4 [9] 

Rnd 21: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 3 [8] 

Rnd 22: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 2 [7] 

Rnd 23: sc 4, sc2tog, sc 1 [6] 

Finish stuffing. Fasten off and leave a long yarn tail. 


With a yarn needle, weave the tail through FLO to close the opening. 
Weave in all ends. 


Add stitches for the mouth and cheeks using black and orange yarn 
(see Making Up: Stitching Facial Details). 


CAP 


Rnd 1: with green yarn sc 6 in magic loop [6] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 
Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 


Rnd 4: sc in each st around [18] 


Invisible fasten off (see Finishing: Invisible Fasten Off) and weave in all 
ends. Attach to the top of the chili pepper. 


STEM 


With green yarn, ch 7. 


Rnd 1: working in back bump loops (see Special Stitches: Back Bump), 
sc in 2nd ch from hook, sl st 5 [6] 


Fasten off, attach to the top center of the cap, and weave in the ends. 


POPCORN 


Materials 


e 2.75mm (C/2) and 3.25mm (D/3) crochet hooks 

e Paintbox Yarns Cotton Aran yarn: one 50g (1.750z) ball each of 
Pillar Red (red), Paper White (white), and Banana Cream 
(cream) 

Paintbox Yarns Cotton DK yarn: one 50g (1.750z) ball each of 
Banana Cream (cream) and Daffodil Yellow (yellow) 

8mm safety eyes 


Scraps of white and black yarn 
Fiberfill stuffing 
Yarn needle 


Stitch marker 


Finished Size 


13cm (Sin) tall by 10cm (4in) wide 


Gauge 
5 sc sts and 6 rows = 2.5cm (1in) using Aran yarn 


6 sc sts and 7 rows = 2.5cm (1in) using DK yarn 


TOP SECTION OF BUCKET 


Rnd 1: with 3.25mm hook and cream Aran yarn, sc 6 in magic loop [6] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30]

Rnd 6: (sc 4, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [36] 
Rnd 7: (sc 5, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [42]

Invisible fasten off (see Finishing: Invisible Fasten Off) and weave in all 
ends. 


POPCORN BUCKET 


Rnd 1: with 3.25mm hook and red yarn, sc 6 in magic loop [6] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30] 

Rnd 6: (sc 4, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [36] 

Rnd 7: (sc 5, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [42] 

Rnd 8: working in BLO, sc in each st around [42] 
Rnds 9-11: sc in each st around [42] 

Rnd 12: (sc 6, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [48] 

Rnds 13-15: sc in each st around [48] 

Rnd 16: (sc 7, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [54] 

Rnds 17-19: sc in each st around [54] 


Place 8mm safety eyes between Rnds 14 and 15 with 5 sts in between. 
Begin to stuff with fiberfill. 


Rnd 20: (sc 8, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [60] 


Rnd 21: place the top piece in the bucket and line up the stitches from 
Rnd 19 of the bucket and Rnd 9 of the top section. With the same red 
yarn used to make the bucket, sc around working in both loops of both 
pieces to join them together (see Making Up: Crocheting Two Pieces 
Together), sl st in first sc to join [60] 


Rnd 22: ch 1, (sc 8, sc2tog) 6 times, sl st in first sc to join [54] 


Rnd 23: change to white yarn, ch 1, sc in each st around, sl st in first sc 
to join [54] 


Rnd 24: sl st in each st around [54] 


Invisible fasten off and weave in all ends. Add stitches for the mouth 
and cheeks using black and white yarn (see Making Up: Stitching 
Facial Details). 


POPCORN 


Rnd 1: with 2.75mm hook and cream DK yarn, sc 5 in magic loop [9] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [10] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 5 times [15] 

Rnd 4: (sc2tog, sc 1) 5 times [10] 


Rnd 5: (sc2tog) 5 times [5] 

Rnd 6: working in FLO throughout, (work sl st 1 + ch 2 + 3-dc-bl (see 
Special Stitches: 3-Double Crochet Bobble) + ch 2 + sl st all in same st) 
4 times, sl st in last st. 

Stuff with fiberfill. Fasten off and leave a long yarn tail. With a yarn 
needle weave the tail through BLO from Rnd 5 to close the opening, 
weave in the ends. 


Make a total of 21 pieces of popcorn, 14 in cream DK and 7 in yellow 
DK. Attach the popcorn to the top section of the bucket. 


SODA CUP 


Materials 


e 3.25mm (D/3) crochet hook 

e Paintbox Yarns Cotton Aran yarn: one 50g (1.750z) ball each of 
Pillar Red (red), Coffee Bean (brown), and Paper White (white) 

e 8mm safety eyes 

e Scraps of orange and black yarn 

e Fiberfill stuffing 

Chenille stem (pipe cleaner) 

Yarn needle 

e Stitch marker 


Finished Size 


18cm (Tin) tall by 10cm (4in) wide 


Gauge 


5 sc sts and 6 rows = 2.5cm (lin) 


CUP 


Rnd 1: with red yarn, sc 6 in magic loop [6] 

Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30] 

Rnd 6: working in BLO, sc in each st around [30] 
Rnds 7-11: sc in each st around [30] 

Rnd 12: (sc 4, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [36] 

Rnds 13-16: sc in each st around [36] 

Rnd 17: (sc 5, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [42] 


Rnds 18-21: sc in each st around [42] 
Rnd 22: (sc 6, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [48] 
Rnds 23-26: sc in each st around [48] 


Place 8mm safety eyes between Rnds 16 and 17 with 5 sts in between. 
Begin to stuff with fiberfill. 


Rnd 27: (sc 7, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [54] 
Rnd 28: sc in each st around [54] 


Do not finish off or cut the yarn. Finish stuffing. Make the Soda before 
moving on to Rnd 29. 


Rnd 29: Place the soda in the cup and line up the stitches from Rnd 28 
of the cup and Rnd 9 of the soda. With the yarn used to make the cup, 
sc in each st around working in both loops of both pieces to join them 
together (see Making Up: Crocheting Two Pieces Together) [54] 


Rnd 30: ch 1, (sc 7, sc2tog) 6 times, join with sl st in first st [48] 
Rnd 31: sl st in each st around [48] 


Invisible fasten off (see Finishing: Invisible Fasten Off) and weave in all 
ends. Add stitches for the mouth and cheeks using black and orange 
yarn (see Making Up: Stitching Facial Details). 


Begin shaping by inserting needle from center bottom to center top, 
insert needle back down from center top to slightly off center bottom. 
Insert needle from center bottom to center top. Pull to create an 
indentation in the bottom of the soda. Finish off and weave in the ends. 


SODA 


Rnd 1: with brown yarn, sc 6 in magic loop [6] 
Rnd 2: 2 sc in each st around [12] 

Rnd 3: (sc 1, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [18] 

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30]

Rnd 4: (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [24] 

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30]

Invisible fasten off and weave in the ends. 


STRAW 


Rnd 1: with red yarn, sc 5 in magic loop [5] 
Rnds 2-14: sc in each st around [5] 
Insert a chenille stem and bend to form the straw. 


Fasten off and leave a long yarn tail. With a yarn needle, weave the tail 
through FLO to close the opening. Using the BLO, sew straw to the top 
center of the lid. 


Orange is intellectual and full of 
adventure.

Rnd 5: (sc 3, 2 sc in next st) 6 times [30]

How to Read Patterns 


e Abbreviations are used throughout the book, please see ‘Pattern 
Abbreviations' to see how stitches are described. 


e Almost all patterns are worked in a continuous spiral; you only need 
to join a round if the pattern specifically instructs you to. 


If something is crocheted in rows it will begin with 'Row' instead of 
‘Rnd’. 

Repetitions throughout the round are placed in parentheses, and the 
number of times this part is repeated is added behind the 
parentheses. For example, (sc 2, 2 sc in next st) 6 times. This 


means to crochet 1 single crochet stitch over the first 2 stitches, 
then make 2 single crochet stitches (or a single crochet increase) in 
the third stitch, next the sequence of 1 single crochet in the next 2 
stitches and 2 single crochet stitches in the next stitch is repeated 
another 5 times. 

e A sequence of stitches worked in the same stitch is joined with a +. 
For example, (sl st + ch 2 + dc 1 + ch 2 + sl st) 4 times. This 
means crochet a slip stitch, chain 2, 1 double crochet, chain 2, and 
a slip stitch all in the next stitch and then repeat the sequence 
another 3 times. 

e At the end of each line you will find the total number of stitches you 
should have in square brackets, for example, [24] means you have 
should have 24 total stitches in that round or row once complete. 


Modifying the Design 


The easiest way to make your amigurumi unique is by selecting a 
different yarn weight to the one the pattern calls for. 


For example, if you wish to make a giant Heart cushion you could use a 
bulky weight yarn and the amigurumi will be larger, while maintaining 
the same proportions. Or, if you wish to make a tiny School Pencil 
keychain, you could select a fingering weight yarn and a smaller hook 
size. The wonderful thing about amigurumi is that when the yarn weight 
and corresponding hook size is changed the proportions still remain the 
same! 


If changing the yarn weight you'll need to change the hook size 
too. Always choose a slightly smaller hook size than the 
recommended size on the label band of your yarn. This helps to 
keep the stitches tight enough to prevent the fabric from having 
large stretch holes when it's stuffed. 


BASIC STITCHES 


Magic Loop 


With the tail end of the yarn hanging down, make a loop and hold it 
securely between two fingers (1).

Insert the hook into the loop and pull the working yarn through (2), 
make a chain stitch to secure, and begin making stitches inside the 


loop (3). When you've finished, pull the tail to tighten the loop. 
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Slip Knot 


Make a loop with the tail end of the yarn hanging down. Insert the hook 
or your fingers into the loop and pull the working yarn through (4). Pull 
to tighten. 


Chain (ch) 
Place the yarn over the hook and pull through the loop (5). 


Slip Stitch (sl st) 


Insert the hook into the stitch, place the yarn over the hook, and pull 
through the stitch (6). 


Single Crochet (sc) 


Insert the hook into the stitch, place the yarn over the hook, and pull 
through the stitch, so that two loops are on the hook (7). Place the yarn 
over the hook again and pull through both loops on the hook (8). 


Half Double Crochet (hdc) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook into the stitch (9). Yarn 
over and pull through the stitch. Place the yarn over the hook again and 
pull through all three loops on the hook (10). 
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Double Crochet (dc) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook into the stitch (11). 
Yarn over and pull through the stitch, so that three loops are left on the 
hook. Yarn over and pull through the first two loops on the hook, so that 
two loops are left on the hook (12). Yarn over and pull through the 
remaining two loops. 


Treble Crochet (tr) 


Place the yarn over the hook twice and insert the hook into the stitch 
(13). Yarn over and pull through the stitch. Yarn over and pull through 
the first two loops on the hook, so that there are three loops left on the 
hook (14). Yarn over and pull through the first two loops on the hook 
again, so that there are two loops left on the hook. Yarn over again and 
pull through the remaining two loops. 
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DECREASING STITCHES 


Invisible Single Crochet Decrease 


The standard method of decreasing can leave a small gap or bump 
when making a three-dimensional piece. Using the invisible single 
crochet decrease when making amigurumi results in asmoother and 
more even fabric. 


Insert the hook into the front loop of the first stitch and then directly into 
the front loop of the second stitch, place the yarn over the hook (1), and 
draw the yarn through both of the front loops on your hook, two loops 
are now on the hook. Place the yarn over the hook again and draw the 
yarn through both loops on your hook to finish a single crochet stitch 


(2). 


This also works for taller stitches such as hdc or dc decreases. 


Standard Single Crochet Decrease (sc2tog) 


Insert the hook into the first stitch, place the yarn over the hook, and 
pull a loop through the stitch, two loops are now on the hook (3). Insert 
the hook into the second stitch, place the yarn over the hook, and pull a 
loop through the stitch, three loops are now on the hook (4). Place the 
yarn over the hook and pull through all three loops on the hook.

Standard Half Double Crochet Decrease (hdc2tog) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook into the first stitch (5). 
Place the yarn over again and pull a loop through the stitch, three loops 
are now on the hook (6). Insert the hook into the second stitch (7). Yarn 
over the hook and pull through the stitch, four loops are now on the 
hook (8). Yarn over and pull through all four loops on the hook. 


Standard Double Crochet Decrease (dc2tog) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook into the first stitch (9). 
Yarn over and pull a loop through the stitch, three loops are now on the 
hook (10). Yarn over and pull through the first two loops on the hook, 
two loops are now on the hook (11). Yarn over and insert the hook into 
the second stitch (12). Yarn over and pull through the stitch, four loops 
are now on the hook (13). Yarn over and pull through the first two loops 
on the hook, three loops are now on the hook (14). Yarn over and pull 
through all three loops on the hook. 
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SPECIAL STITCHES 


5-Double Crochet Bobble (5-dc-bl) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook into the stitch, yarn 
over and pull the yarn through the stitch, yarn over and draw yarn 
through the first two loops on the hook, two loops are now on the hook. 


Yarn over and insert hook into the same stitch. Yarn over and pull the 
yarn through the stitch. Yarn over and draw yarn through the first two 
loops on the hook, three loops are now on the hook. 


Repeat the last step until you have six loops on the hook (1). Yarn over 
and pull the yarn through all six loops on the hook. Make a chain to 
secure the stitch (2). 


3-Double Crochet Bobble (3-dc-bl) 


This is worked in the same way as a 5-Double Crochet Bobble except 
that you only make a total of three double crochet stitches instead of 
five, so in the last step you will have four loops on the hook to pull the 
yarn through. 


Front Post Half Double Crochet (fphdc) 


Place the yarn over the hook and insert the hook from front to back 
around the post (the upright part) of the stitch (3). Yarn over and pull up 
a loop, three loops are now on the hook (4). Yarn over and pull the yarn 
through all three loops on the hook (5).

Right Side / Wrong Side of Crocheted Fabric 


When crocheting in rounds it's important to be able to distinguish which 
side of the crocheted piece is the right side. This is especially true when 
you are asked to work in the front or back loops of a stitch. 


On the right or front side there are little 'V's that appear (6). The wrong 
or back side has horizontal lines which are called back bumps or back 
bars (7). 


Front Loop (FLO) 


The front loop of a stitch is the loop closest to you. Ifthe crochet 
pattern says to work in front loops only (FLO) you will work your stitches 
into just this front loop (8). 
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Back Loop (BLO) 


The back loop is the loop furthest away from you. If the crochet pattern 
says to work in back loops only (BLO) you will work your stitches into 
just this back loop (9). 


Back Bump / Back Bar 


The back bump or back bar can be found on the 'wrong side' of the 
fabric and lies right below the back loop of a stitch (10 and 11). 


Back Bump / Back Bar of a Foundation Chain 


On the front or right side of your crochet chain, the stitches are smooth 
and look like a series of interlocking 'V's (12). On the back or wrong 
side, the stitches are bumpy. 
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Crocheting in the back bumps along a chain creates a neater finish (13). 


COLORWORK 


Changing Colors 


The color change method used throughout this book is to change the 
color in the last step of the previous stitch. Start the previous stitch as 
usual, but when completing the last yarn over pull through the new 
color (1). Drop the old yarn color and continue making the next stitch 
with the new color (2 and 3). 


Joining Yarn 


Insert the hook into the indicated stitch, wrap the yarn around the hook 
and pull it through the stitch, yarn over the hook, and pull through to 
secure (4). 


Carrying Yarn / Crocheting With Two Colors 


Carrying the yarn means you don't have to fasten the yarn off and rejoin 
a new strand each time you make a color change. This technique is 
helpful when making the Hot Air Balloon pattern because a color 
change is made every few stitches. 


There are various methods for doing this but carrying the yarn on the 
wrong side is the technique used in this book. To do this, you lay the 
unused strand of yarn across the tops of the stitches and towards the 
back of the previous round. Then, using the new color, work the stitches 
in the current round and encase the strand. Working over the carried 


strand produces a neat appearance on the right side of the crocheted 
fabric with the unused yarn peeking through the stitches on the wrong 
side of the fabric. 


A trick that will make your color changes as seamless as possible 
is to change the yarn color in the last step of the previous stitch 
(see ‘Changing Yarn Colors’ technique above). 


FINISHING 


Fasten Off 


Cut the yarn and pull the yarn tail through the last loop on your 
hook. 


Invisible Fasten Off 


When you fasten off invisibly you get a smooth even edge. Cut the 
yarn and pull the yarn tail through the last stitch. Thread the yarn 
tail onto a yarn needle, insert the needle, from front to back, into 
the next stitch. Now insert the needle back into the same stitch 
that the yarn tail is coming out of, but into the back loop only, and 
pull gently (5). Weave the tail end into the wrong side of the fabric 
and cut the excess (6). 


Weave In Ends As You Go 


When changing colors with a three-dimensional piece, you can 
weave in the initial yarn tail of the new color and the remaining yarn 
tail of the previous color as you go by 'carrying' both yarn tails. To 
do this, lay both yarn tails along the edge on top of the stitches to 
be worked and crochet over the strands for the next five to six 
stitches. 


MAKING UP 


Inserting Safety Eyes 


Safety Note: Do not use toy safety eyes if giving to a child under three 
years of age. Instead use black yarn to embroider the eyes. 


Each pattern indicates which rows or rounds the safety eyes should be 
placed in and how many stitches there should be between them. Make 
sure you are happy with the placement of the safety eyes before 
inserting the washer onto the rod of the eye because once the washer is 
placed you won't be able to pull it off again. 


Stuffing 


Stuffing a piece firmly, but not so much that the stuffing shows between 
the stitches, is my secret to knowing how much fiberfill stuffing to use. 


Closing Stitches Through Front Loops 


Cut the yarn and pull the yarn tail through the last stitch. Thread onto a 
yarn needle. Insert the needle through the front loops only of each of 
the remaining stitches from inside to outside (1 and 2). Pull gently to 
close the hole (3). Insert the needle in the center of the stitches you just 
closed and come out in any direction from the middle of the crocheted 
piece (4). Tie a knot close to the amigurumi and push the knot inside the 
crocheted piece. Cut the excess yarn tail. 
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The same technique applies when closing through the back loops. 
You will just be inserting your needle in the back loops instead of 
the front loops as described. 


Crocheting Two Pieces Together 


Line up the stitches from both rounds that need to be crocheted 
together by placing one round of stitches on top of the other (5). With 
the yarn that has not been fastened off from one of the crochet pieces, 


single crochet around the entire piece working in both loops of both 
pieces to join them together (6). 


Sewing Two Pieces Together 


First begin by lining up the back center of both pieces. Thread a yarn 
needle with the leftover yarn tail from where you fastened off or use a 
new length of the same color yarn from one of the pieces that you want 
to sew together. 


Sew all around, working up and then down each stitch of both pieces, 
going through both loops of each stitch whenever possible, unless 
instructed otherwise (7 and 8). Gently pull the yarn after each stitch to 
make sure the pieces are securely attached and that each stitch is small 
and neat. 


Shaping (Top Only) 


Shaping makes it possible for these kawaii characters to stand up 
straight on a flat surface. The goal whilst shaping, unless otherwise 
instructed in a pattern, is to create an indentation at the bottom of the 
amigurumi but not at the top. 


Begin shaping by inserting the needle from the center bottom of a 
crocheted piece to the center top (1 and 2). Insert the needle back 
down from the center top to slightly off the center bottom (3 and 4). 
Insert the needle from the center bottom to the center top (5). Pull to 
create an indentation in the bottom of the crochet piece (6). There 
should not be an indentation in the top (7). Insert the needle back down 
the center from the top to the bottom. Secure the yarn with two or three 
knots and weave in the ends. 


Shaping (Top and Bottom) 


A few of the patterns require shaping for both the top and bottom, such 
as the Apple and the Pear. The end goal is to have an indentation in 
both the top and bottom for these amigurumi. The instructions for 
shaping remain the same, except when inserting the needle in and out 
of the top of the crocheted piece. Instead of always working in and out 
of the same stitch you will be working slightly off center each time so 
that when the yarn is gently pulled an indentation occurs. 


Fastening Off Inside a Three-Dimensional Piece 


With the yarn tail threaded in a yarn needle, insert the needle through 
the entire middle of the crochet piece. Tie a knot close to the amigurumi 
and push the knot inside the crocheted piece. Cut any excess yarn tail. 


Stitching Facial Details 


With black yarn, insert the yarn needle in the amigurumi at any point in 
the back and stitch on a 'V' for the mouth. The mouth should be placed 
in the center between the eyes and should be almost the same height 
as the eyes, but one round down (8 and 9). 


With the desired cheek color, insert the yarn needle in the amigurumi at 
any point in the back (10). Stitch the cheeks on either side of the eyes 
almost the same width as the eyes but one round down (11). 


After stitching both cheeks, insert the needle through the entire middle 
of the crochet piece. Tie a knot close to the amigurumi and push the 
knot inside the crocheted piece. Cut any excess yarn tail. 


When stitching on eyelashes, | find it easiest to use a double strand 
of sewing thread and a sewing needle. This makes it easier to work 
close to the safety eye and insert the needle at any point in the 
fabric. 
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
